practice and are made in terms 
of minimum - but - adequate 
standards.

Since speed In of the essence 
to obtain proper sites and 
keep costs to a minimum, 
Kroeger and Aamociaten rec­ 
ommend immediate action. 
According to the report, bonds 
should be voted on in the early 
fall, and if Mieoensful. work 
start ^ at once. Ihe project 
nhould be completed in two 
years.
The general recommendations 

made are:
1. A network of small tour 

to-ten acre park and play fa­ 
cilities for the 24 community- 
neighborhoods, totalling ap­ 
proximately 365 acres. This 
presupposes close cooperation 
between the city and school 
district so that additional fa­ 
cilities will not have to be 
acquired.

2. A system of three large 
areas with complete recrea­ 
tion facilities to serve each 
major section of the city 
totalling approximately 
225 acres. Full cooperation 
with the high schools is 
assumed.

3. An expanded Civic Cen­ 
ter to provide full facilities 
for city-wide cultural and civic 
activities, totalling approxi­ 
mately-65 acres. A large re­ 
gional auditorium, Little 
Theatre and art* (building 
built in cooperation with Los 
Angeles county should'be in­ 
cluded and plans should be 
made for a central library,

courts and other buildings.
4. Cooperation with the Los 

Angeles county in the develop­ 
ment of one large Sports Cen­ 
ter between 135 and 170 acres 
in size, available for city-wide 
use. It would serve Torrance 
and the South Bay region.

5. A special large fair and 
amusement area located in- 
connection with one of the 
larger parks.

Civic Center
Specifically, the survey rec­ 

ommends that the present 30- 
acre area of the Civic Center 
be expanded to 65 acres. Acqui­ 
sition of the additional 35 acres 
north of the civic center is sug­ 
gested, rather than the 55 acres 
originally proposed by the 
Council.

The fairground and chil­ 
dren's amusement center 
would be located at the north- 
west corner of Sepulveda and 
Crenshaw birds. It would in­ 
clude a Mkatinjt rink, kiddies- 
land, and level park area suf­ 
ficient for special attractions. 
In South Torrance a park 

would be located in the "Wal- 
eria Lake" land west of Haw- 
horne ave., and north of Pacific 
roast hwy. It would cost $300,- 
000 and include tennis courts, 
fly casting pool, indoor swim­ 
ming pool and indoor recrea­ 
tion center.

North Torranoe 
The North district park is sug­ 

gested for the area northeast 
of 182nd st., and Yukon ave. It 
would be similar in nature to 
the proposed South Torrance 
park.

"Neighborhood" parks are 
proposed for location near the 
Carr. Lincoln and Jefferson 
Schools, and an area bounded 
by Sepulveda blvd., Crenshaw 
blvd.. and the city limits; a 
section bounded by raeific 
Coast hwy.. Crenshaw blvd., 
and the city limits; and at 
the southerly end of Madison 
^t. Each site would be 10 
acres in area.
To summarize these"recoifn- 

mendattons. the city would be 
provided with 1 golf course, an 
uiditortum and little theatre. 3 
indoor and 2 outdoor swimming 
pools, 5 recitation centers, 15 
tennis courts and numerous 
other important facilities.

This will mean that approxi-j 
mately 5-10 percent of the resi­ 
dents, including children in any 
major section of the city, will 
be able to use the facilities at 
any given period.
